Chrysanthemums. 


ITH each recurring year the interest in this flower and the number 
who are engaged in its cultivation steadily increases, and with each 
year it becomes more worthy of the interest itexcites. New and striking 
varieties are continually appearing, and the old varieties show finer plants 
and handsomer flowers. Coming as they do when few other flowers 
are in bloom, Chrysanthemums would be popular were their other 
claims to general favor less strong than they are. As it is, their great 
variety of color and shape, their availability for cut flowers and exhibi- 
tion purposes, secure for them a general attention which would scarcely 
be lessened if they bloomed at a time when a thousand others were 
competing with them for popular favor. 


A more striking spectacle is seldom shown than that presented in 
our green-houses last fall when 1,500 of these plants were in bloom 
at one time showing almost every imaginable color and shade from the 
creamy white of that queen of Chrysanthemums, the ‘‘Mrs, Alpheus 
Hardy,” to the deep crimson maroon of the ‘‘Edouard Audiguier” or 
the rich chestnut brown of the ‘‘ Edwin Molyneux.” 


In the naming of our Chrysanthemums we have taken great pains 
to insure correctness. Absolute accuracy seems almost impossible. 
The same variety is often designated by different names in different 
catalogues, and the same name is often used by different growers for 
different varieties. Whenever it has been necessary to choose between 
using a doubtful name in this catalogue or omitting a variety altogether, 
we have taken the latter alternative. 


THE CULTURE OF CHRYSANTHEMUMS is very simple; the 
main point is that after the cuttings are rooted, for which February is 
the best time, the plants should never be allowed to receive any check, 
but be kept in continuous growth. Care should be taken that they do not 
become pot-bound, or suffer from want of moisture, especially when 
grown in pots the whole season. Manure water should be applied as 
soon as the plants become well rooted, after the last potting. 


If plants are grown out of doors, they may be planted out in May, 
potted in September, before bringing them in for protection against frost. 


Tosecure large exhibition blooms the buds must be thinned and only 
a few flowers allowed to each plant.

Characteristics. —No definition can be given to include all the 
remarkable variations of form found in the Japanese Chrysanthemums 
cultivated at the present time. The majority of the leading varieties are 
so distinctly marked, that nearly every one would require a special 
definition, though the general range of characters can be indicated. 
Without regarding the colors, which, however, are much more diversi- 
fied, brighter and richer than the incurved or any other section, the 
forms of the florets and blooms furnish ample means for distinguishing 
the principal types. In all well-developed Japanese blooms the short 
tubular disc florets are absent, their place being taken by florets, either 
flat, fluted, quilled or tubulated, of varying length, from short, straight 
spreading florets, to long drooping, twisted, or irregularly incurved 
ones. 

In breadth they also vary greatly, ranging from some an inch in 
breadth to others scarcely larger than stout thread; some also either 
have the tips of the florets cupped, hollowed, or curved upwards, or

Single Dahblias 


The great increase in the use of Single Dahlia for decorating flower 
gardens in the Old World, has induced us to make a specialty of these 
plants, our climate being more favorable to their growth than that of 
Europe. Nothing can be more beautiful in a border, in front of 
shrubbery or in odd corners of the garden than some fine plants of this 
variety with hundreds of large flowers of nearly every shade imaginable, 
standing out gracefully above the foliage. As cut flowers for bouquets 
and vases, their graceful and bright colors make them desirable, a use 
for which the doubie varieties are unfit. The culture of single Dahlias 
is similar to that of the double kind, except that the single varieties are 
much freer in their growth. The season for planting Dahlias out of 
doors is from May 25th to June 15th. Each plant should be allowed 
from three to four feet space for proper development. They like rather 
rich, well drained and warm soil. A very important matter is never to 
plant Dahlias in the shade of trees, or buildings, as they enjoy the pure 
sunshine and plenty of air. Occasional hoeing is necessary, and each 
plant should be tied to a stake to protect it from high winds. In the 
Autumn after hard frosts, cut down the tops, lift the tubers and keep in 
dry cool cellar until Spring. 

A very useful way is to plant single Dahlias between the Paeonies 
or other plants which lose their foliage in the early season, and in this 
way will have continuous show of flowers up to the first frosts. 


SINGLE DAHLIA SEED. 


Parties desirous of raising Single Dahlias from seed should plant 
their seeds at the end of March, in a warm place. As soon as germi- 
nated the plants should be placed in small pots, and in three weeks 
transplanted into five or six inch pots. Keep plants rather cool until 
time for planting out.
